This 
upcoming  summer  ('05)  they  will  tour  northern  Europe,  playing 
the  Vien  Festival  in  France  and  the  Wigan  Festival  in  England. 


Some  exciting  class  trips  over  J-Term  had  a  music  education  class 
touring  and  teaching  in  the  Jamaican  schools.  A  music  business 
travel  study  course  went  onsite  to  Nashville,  where  students  met 
with  artists  and  professionals  at  record  labels,  recording  studios, 
music  video  production  facilities,  the  Nashville  Symphony,  and 
more.  One  of  the  highlights  was  meeting  with  a  recent  alumnus

1  am  actually  a  Philosophy  and  Theology  major,  if  you  want  to  get  particular 
my  major  is  actually  Theological  Studies  and  Christian  ministry,  but  1  am 
also  a  pre-  seminary  student.  Why  1  chose  to  pursue  this  educational  tract 
is  a  very  long  story  that  begins  when  1  was  a  child.  In  short,  when  all  of  my 
friends  in  elementary  school  wanted  to  be  doctors  and  nurses  and  moms,  1 
wanted  to  be  a  minister.  The  rest  of  the  story  is  long  and  kind  of  boring,  but  I 
actually  applied  here  in  May  of  my  senior  year  because  1  had  a  complete  turn 
around  in  my  pursuit  of  my  dream  vocation.  1  ended  up  at  Elmhurst  because 
of  my  retired  pastor  at  my  church  in  Wisconsin;  he  is  an  alum  and  he  told  me 
that  they  would  probably  be  able  to  give  a  me  a  scholarship.
